N ow beef demand and 
consumption' figures 
suggest that the notion's 
stockmen must face up im- 
mediately to 
r,l the most seri- 
ous problem 
that has con- 
fronted ' the 
beef industry 
since 1976: the 
EIiaiiijsiin horrible inabii- 
ily of the beof industry to 
market its product. It used 
to be that beef marketing 
programs could be pro- 
posed, discussed, a consen- 
sus reached, and action 
taken. 



Today, instead of 
taking action, U.S. cat- 
tlemen seem con- 
vinced they can talk the 
problem to denth. It 
isn't working! Since 
peaking in 1970, per 
capita consumption of 
beef is presently near a 
20 year low. 


During the past few 
yeare, continued growth in 
poultry consumption and 
rapid rises in pork supplies 
have more than offset the 
decline In beef supplies. It 
would oblige all stockmen to 
realize that a sifnificant 
change in the ovorall 
pattern of meat consump- 
tion has occurred. In 1980 
beef accounted for 37% of 
per capita consumption of 
ail meats. Pork; 32% 
and poultry 29% of the 
total. Ten years earlier beef 
conaumption represented 
42% of the total, while pork 
and poultry accounted for 
only 31% and 24%, 
respectively. 


It can be argued that 
conaumption is not a 
good measure of de- 
mand since consump- 
tion of meat is a func- 
tion of production. 
Generally, all meat 
produced will be con- 
sumed at some price 
lovel. However, other 
demand statistics don't 
make beef look any 
better.

Four livestock and meat 
groups recently supported n 
bill that would require the 
federal government to pay 
interest to federal contrac- 
tors, such as meat packers, 
on overdue accounts. 

Reports CNS, the bill, 
introduced by Senator John 


Dnnforth, (R-Mo.), was also 
supported ul a Senate 
government affairs sub- 
committee hearing by a 
coalition of 26 diverse trade 


organizations whose mem- 
bers sell to the federal 
government. The Donforth 
legislation would require 
government agencies to pay 
their suppliers interest on 
bills the government failed 
to pay within 30 dnys.

Sharply lower to limit- 
down live and feeder cattle 
futures are expected follow- 
ing a government report 
showing "overplacemcnts" 
in feedlots and sluggish 
fed -cattle marketings last 
month, livestock analysts 
told CNS. 

A number of factors lod 
cattlemen to place more 
cattle in feed lots than they 
marketed during April for 
the first time in at least 10 
years, according to a recent 
USDA .seven -statu caltlu- 
on-feed report, analysts 
snid. 

The low marketings arc 
bearish for nearby contract 
prices while the heavy 


placements do not bode well 
for deferred contract prices, 
they said. 

The report pegged April 
placements in the seven- 
major cattle feeding states 
at 139% of a year earlier, 
April marketings at 97% of 
a year earlier and total cattle 
on feed as of May 1 at 103% . 

A survey of livestock 
analysts compiled by CNS 
before the report showed 
average estimates for place- 
ments at 11,8.6% pf a year 


BLM director cites need for 


more local decision making

Robert Burford, in his 
first official press confer- 
ence since being sworn in os. 
director of the Bureau of 
Land Management, gave 
every indication that Rea- 
gan Administration prom- 
ises will bo kept and public 
land use streamlined. 

. InDenvertoswearinnew 
Colorado state director 
George Francis, Burford 
addressed many of the 
problems cattlemen and 
other public land users have 
had with the BLM over the 
past few years. Burford 19 
working to push decision- 
making back to local levels, 
improve on the BLM image 
as a ' ' good neighbor’ * and 
improve on the permit- 


issuing process. 

He told Western Live- 
stock Journal his first 
decision 'in office was to 
push the decision-making 
as far down the ladder as it 
would go. “Those people at 
local and state levels know 
the issues and know them 
best," he said. "In most 
decisions Washington 
shouldn't enter Into them at 
all." 


This is part of on overall 
program to make the bureau 
more responsive, according 
to mandates from both 
President Reagan and In- 
terior Secretary James 
Watt. 

BLM land has limited the 
growth of a number of 
Western cities, and inflated 


the value of land that is 
available. This serious 
hardship on the cities will be 
relieved as the bureau 
makes more of this land 
available, Burford said. 

"Another part of this la 
speeding up the permit 
process," he continued. 
“I want to add a degree of 
certainty to thiB process- 
give an answer, quick and. 
with the right of appeal. ' * 

Burford indicated a new 
set of rangeland policies are 
In the draft stage and will be 
released soon. Under ques- 
tioning, he said it wouldn’t 
change many policies as 
much as it might "resurect 
some that have been 
forgotten.’’ These would

Chuck Levitt, a livestock 
nnnlyst with Shcarson Loeb 
Rhoades Inc., projected the 
report would lead live and 
feeder cattle futures to limit 
down. 

All throe key figures in 
the report wero bearish 
based on pro-report expect- 
ations, Levitt said, nut the 
placement figure was the 
most negative and the 
heaviest pressure should 
came on live cattle contracts 
for delivery in lute summer 
and fall, he said. 

The 39% increase in the 
placement figure, although 


compared with the eight- 
year low reached in April 
1980, is still quite formid- 
able, he said. 

“Placements being up 
like this and markets being 
down is a shock," Levitt 
said. "There hnd to have 
boon a lot of pent up 
demand and foedlots 
bought feeder cattle liko 
ganghuslera." A number 
of factors during April led 
cattle feeders to aggressive- 
ly placo cattle, said Curtis 
Mahon, a livestock analyst 
with Thomson McKinnon 
Securities Inc. 

Advancing fed cattle

"Cattle prices ore 
going to gat better, and hog 
prices are going to get 
better, but not for awhile. 
And, 1*11 tell you, why-. ... -■ 
you have to get the economy 
better first." 

Assistant Secretary of 
Agriculture Bill McMillan 
made that comment to the 
annual Mountain/Plaiiis 
Meat Club meting, in 
Denver. Over 100 cattlemen 
and other meat industry 
supporters attended the 
dinner meeting on the 
National Wesern Stockshow 
grounds. 

In his comments, McMil- 
lan • outlined four major 
points in President Rea- 
gan’s economic program 
that “we need your con- 
tinuing support for. The 
people in { the livestock 
industry have been great in 
helping us up to this point, ' ’ - 
McMillan said, “but the 
battle Is long from over. ’ ' 

The four areas stressed 
by McMillan os essential to 
the future success of the 
livestock industry were: 

• Balancing the budget — 
"We’re going to cut back 
the fat, but not in any kind of . 
an 1 abusive way," the , 
Assistant Secretary said. 
The food stamp and school 
lunch programs were two 
areas which will receive cute 
according to McMillan. 

• Tax reform— McMillan 
said Present Reagan's tax 
plan is, an entire tax 
package;. not just a tax cut., 
“That's important to you in 

• business. The tux package 
covers: such thinga as 
investment credit, capital' 

, gains* accelerated depreda- 
: tlon," he said. "Lets call 
themtax incentives. " 

. • Regulatory reform -?*T 
don't need to tell you ; that 
there are a lot of regulations !

Soaring U.S. intercut 
rales have onco again pres- 
sured virtually all ngricul- 
Lurnl commodity futures, 
but analysts contacted by 
CNS said they don't expect 
os steep a slide as occurred 
in the so-called “commodity 
crash" last December. 

Clear indications from the 
Federal Reserve that money 
will be lighter have pul 
fundamental ond psycholo- 
gical pressure on every 
commodity from soybeans 
to pork bellies, the analysts 
said. Current conditions in 
those markets, however, 
have so far precluded the 
massive liquidation, limit- 
down price moves, margin 
calls and major financial 
losses said Lo have been 
triggered by similar interest 
rate rises five months ago, 

“We don't have the 
[Mtontial now lo precipitate 
a massive decline,' 1 said 
Dale Durchholz, a grains 
market analyst for Maduff 
nnd Sons, Inc. 

For one thing, the 
analysts said, open interest 
in many markets has de- 
clined substantially since 
December.

Trade pact with Mexico to 
be signed soon, says U.S. 


for a snowballing liquida- 
tion move because there is 
less "snow 1 ! upon which to 
build momentum. 

Underlying spring sea- 
sonal strength in many 
commodities and a lack of 
markets that are “totally 
overbought by public specu- 
lators," also make a differ- 
ence this time around, Dave 
Rineheimer, director of 
commodity research for 
Thomson McKinnon Secur- 
ities, Inc., said.

livestock futures traders 
are wary about soiling into 
the cattle, hog and |K»rk 
belly markets in any big way 
because the approach of 
increased demand associ- 
ated with seasonal summer 
uses coincides with market- 
bigs that are light for the 
season. 

In grain futures, ideas 
late last year aboot a 
drought during the 1981 
growing season played a 
large role in the price runup 
that proceded tho Decem- 
ber crash in futures. 
Moisture conditions have 
improved markedly in many 
parts of the Midwest 
recently, however, and that 
hao generally tended to 
keep grain futuros “more in 
line with reality," one 
analyst said. 


Tho U.S. and Mexico are 
expected to sign a ono-yenr 
agricultural trade agree- 
ment forl982, replacing the 
current pact, when Mex- 
ico's President Juan Lopez 
Portillo visits Washington 
June 8-9, U.S. government 
and trade sources said. 

Reports CNS, discussions 
about the agreement with 
Mexico, the third largest 
importer of U.S. agricultur- 
al goods, are still underway 
and a final agreement has 
not been fully negotiated. 
Sources said, however, that 
it wiil follow the loose 
pattern of the annual 
agreements of 1980 and 
1981, setting general guide- 
lines for Mexico’s import of 
U.S. grain and oilseeds. 

One USD A official said 
that although the 1982 
agreement may set grain 
and oilseed import levels for 
Mexico near those of 1981 — 
6.160 to 8.180 million 
tons— Mexico's actual im- 
ports next year may be 
lower than in 1981. 

The reason is that Mexico 
has expanded domestic 
production, especially of 
edible beans and corn for 
human consumption, and 
anticipated good weather 
could markedly Improve 
output. 

Mexico will also be able to 
rebuild stocks during the 
current year, though not up 
to optimum levels. The 
official said recent agree- 
ments between Mexico and 
other grain exporting na- 
tions, such as Argentina 
and Canada, may also cut 
down on the U.S. share of 
Mexio's market 1982. 

Given good weather in 
Mexico, the official esti- 
mated that nation may 
import 6 to 7 million tons of 
U.S. goods covered by the 
expected agreement in 
calendar year 1982. If there 
are any domestic production 
problems, or it domestic 
demand grows faster than 
its already swift pace, 1982 
imports of U.S. goods could 
increase significantly, he 
said. 

Other sources said that 
because Mexico is empha- 
sizing crops for human 
consumption such as com 
and edible beans, imports of 
U.S. edible beans might dip 
in 1982 but feed grain

imports might increase 
because land plnnLed to sor- 
ghum might be switched to 
corn for human consump-

planted to sorghum might 
be switched to com for 
human consumption. 

Perhaps the most contro- 
versial aspect of the current 
agreement is the provision 
for direct govemment-to- 
govemment sales of agri- 
cultural goods in “ex- 
ceptional circumstances. ' ' 

The agreement does 
specify that normal private 
channels are the preferable 
method of U.S. -Mexico 
trade and that all goods will 
be sold at market prices in 
any case. 

Since some members of 
the U.S. grain trade have 
objected to the theoretical 
govemment-to-govemment 
sales clause, one USDA 
official said the language of 
the provision “may be 
clarified even further (in the 
1982 pact) to reduce the 
fears' 'of the trade. 

Other sources said the 
provision might remain in 
the 1981 agreement, but it 
could be changed to make 
the possibility of direct 
government sales even 
more unlikely. 

The new agreement is 
also expected by sources to 
continue the practice of 
Mexico holding its tenders 
for U.S. goods through 
USDA headquarters in 
Washington. Mexico is the 
only importing nation that 
does so, but the policy is 
apparently favored by Mex- 
ican officials. 

Sources said the initiative 
for the new agreement came 
from Mexico. It was Mexico

One USDA official said an 
agreement with Mexico 
made practical sense be- 
cause of the proximity of the 
nations and the large 
amount of trade that gou 
on. 

Also, many U.S, agricul- 
tural exports move by railto 
Mexico. Close coordination 
between the two nations 
was necessary to clear up 
the rail logjam that caused 
ail embargo of rail move- 
ment to Mexico last year, 
the official said. The 
agreement helped make 
that and continuing work on 
rail problems easier, he 
said.

The meat groups, 
represented by Frank Bauer 
of Max Bauer Meat Packer 
be., said seven-day pay- 
ment terms aro standard in 
the meat industry. 

Bauer said the meat 
industry needed the seven- 
day- terms because the 
Packers and Stockyards Act 
requires packers to pay for 
The livestock they purchase 
before the end of the next 
business day. 

-Since the government is 
often late in paying its meat 


bills, d pucker frequently 
has to borrow money at 
current high interest rntes 
to pay its own suppliers. 
The packer’s interest pay- 
ments on this borrowed 
money could totnlly wipe 
out any profits the meat 
packer might have made 
from his sale to the 
government. He said the 
latest AMI meat packer 
survey showed that meat 
packer profits average only 
1.5% per dollar of sales. 

The federal government 
purchases a substantial 
volume of meat annually. In 
1980, the U.S. military 
atone consumed 319 million 
lb. of red meat on a carcass 
weight- basis, Bauer said.

can lead to infection, 
disease, disability ordeatb. 

Most urbanites will never 
come in contact with many 
of these microbes. Most 
rural residents, however, 
come in contact with 
disease-causing bacteria, 
viruses or parasites routine- 
ly. It is the nature of their 
work. 

These diseases can 
spread from animals to 
humans through direct 
contact: eating, handling 
and breathing. Eating these 
disease agents is easy 
because dangerous mi- 
crobes can be found in 
contaminated water, unpas- 
teurized milk and improper- 
ly cooked meat. Hands con 
become contaminated while 
handling animals, animal 
parts or products. Finally, 
farmers and ranchers may 
breathe small particles 
produceJ by Infected ani- 
mals or dusts from contam- 
imated feed and wastes. 

To control these diseases, 
it is necessary to first 
recognize what they are and 
where they are found. To 
aid in that task, Colorado 
State University hps com- 


piled the following informa- 
tion. 

Anthrax is a disease 
found mainly in cattle but 
also in horses, pigs, sheep 
and goats. People get this 
disease when they touch 
infected animals or animal 
parts. 

In particular, textile 
workers who handle skin, 
hair and hides are more 
likely to come into contact 
with the organism. 

Brucellosis, also called 
“Bang’s Disease," is found 
mostly in cattle and pigs, 
but goats, sheep and dogs 
also may be infected. 
Humans get brucellosis by 
direct contact with infected 
animals or by drinking 
unpasteurized milk. 

Leptospirosis also is 
contracted by drinking 
contaminated liquid. How- 
ever, unlike brucellosis, this 
disease is caused by 
drinking water contaminat- 
ed by urine from infected 
animals, which can happen 
'when swinnimg in ponds or 
irrigation ditches. 

Rabies is passed when an 
infected animal bites a 
human, injecting the di- 


sease urgnnism into the 
wound. This virus is 
common in bats and skunks 
and con infect such domestic 
animals as dogs and cats if 
vaccinations are not kept 
current. If rabies is allowed 
to enter the domestic animal 
population, people have 
a much greater risk of 
acquiring the disease be- 
cause of their close associa- 
tion with pets and livestock. 

Plague is caused by 
bacteria. Fleas take their 
meal of blood from infected 
animals, usually rodents, 
then become infected. Once 
the rodent dies from 
plague, the flea has no place 
to feed. If humans or family 
pets come Into areas where 
rodents have died of plague, 
they may find the hungry 
fleas very willing to feed on 
them. Once this has 
happened , the transmission 
of plague Is complete. 

Two other common types 
of zoonoses ore tularemia 
and trichinosis. Both di- 
seases are caused by eating 
undercooked meat or by 
handling infected animal 
tissues. Trichinosis is a 
common parasite of pork 


und cun be IrnnamiUcd 
when humans eat pork meat 
that is noL cooked until 
white in tho center. The 
transmission of tularemia 
bacteria is similar to 
trichinosis except that tul- 
aremia is found primarily in 
rabbits and sheep. 

Control of zoonoses is 
based on prevention. The 
key to prevention is 
recognizing symptoms of 
disease in animals before 
the infection gets out of 
control. Another Important 
aspect of prevention is' the 
routine immunization of 
animals to prevent disease , 

It is important to remem- 
ber that outbreaks of 
zoonotic diseases are not 
common today only because 
the diseases have been 
controlled. They have not 
been eliminated since the 
diseases still exist, they 
need to be monitored and 
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controlled conllnuully. 

CSU recommends that 
farmers and ranchers prac- 
tice strict herd manage- 
ment, and keep herd and 
pet immunizations and 
vaccinations up to date. All 
new animals and animals 
returning from shows 
should be isolated from 
home stock for 30 to 90 days. 
New animals should he 
examined by a veterinarian.

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Meat export expansion hinges on packers, trade laws, says officials

U.S. Agriculture Secre- 
tary John Block ha>> said 
placing increased emphasis 
on the export of value- 
added U.S. agricultural 
products, such as meat, will 
ire one of his top trade 
priorities. Officials of the 
U.S. Trade Hepresentu- 
tive's ILfSTH) Office also 
have tiled reducing non- 
turiff trade barriers that 
limit vnlue-mlded exports as 
a top priority. 

One of Lho chnliengos tho 
U.S. faces will ho gaining 
negotiating leverage will) 
which to fiush for relaxation 
of moat trade harriers such 
ns quotas, several sources 
Kiiid. 

U.S. Mont Export Feder- 


ation Pr< ,, iii|i!nl Alan Mirl- 
daiigh told ('NS Llii> host 
way the U.S. could gain 
leveragi' to inr rinse niurket 
access for U.S. beef in the 
European Economic Com- 
munity would he to fill the 
EEC's current 10,000-ton 
annual U.S. beef import 
quoin . 

Only about 1,000 tons of 
U.S. beef entered the EEC 
under lhal quota last year, 
and shipments of about 
3,000 arc expected this 
year, according to a USDA 
official. The EEC is consid- 
ered ono of the largest 
potential markets for U.S. 
beef. 

However, meat packers 
have been hesitant to ship to 
the EEC while such issues 
as EEC hcnlth requirements 
and a possible EEC hor- 
mone ban remain un re- 
solved, the USDA official 
said. The EEC has proffered 
n list of health requirements 
for livestock slaughter and 
inspection with which many 
U.S. meat plants cannot 


■■"in ply. 

Although these unre- 
bolv‘-d n , qiiiri. , mi.'iil , j ure nut 
it total deterrent to U.S. 
exports, they odd an 
element of uncertainty to 
the meat export business, 
which even under the best 
circumstances is a compli- 
cated one, he said. 

“(The government is) 
just now coming around to 
the fact that the EEC health 
requirements are a political 
problem and not 0 veterin- 
ary problem,” Middaugh 
said. Tho fact that the U.S. 
had approached the re- 
quirements as a veterinary 
problem tended to prolong 
the health issue. 

Bryan Wadsworth, de- 
puty director of the dairy, 
livestock and poultry divi- 
sion of USDA's Foreign 
Agricultural Service, said 
packers need to become 
consilient exporters if the 
U.S. is to substantially 
increaso its moat export 
volume. 

Wadsworth said many 


packers have considered 
exporting meat only when 
domestic freezers are full. 

In nddilinn to EEC trade 
barriers, U.S. exporters 
also face competition in 
other markets from subsi- 
dized EEC meat exports. 
Subsidized beef exports 
from EEC intervention 
stocks go mostly to Eastern 
Europe, the USSR and 
Spain, according to USDA 
data. 

EEC member Denmark 
also is a competitor of the 
U.S. for pork sales to the 
Carribean, according to the 
Mike Simpson of the 
National Pork Producers 
Council. 

To expand market access 
for U.S. meat in Japan, the 
U.S. government needs to 
link reduction of Japanese 
meat trade barriers to other 
trade issues in which Japan 
is interested, Middaugh 
said. 

Under a previously nego- 
tiated formula, Japan's 
quota for U.S. high-quality 


beef is scheduled to 
increase each year until 
reaching 30,800 tons in 
Japanese fiscal year 1983. 
Middaugh said the U.S. in 
1982 should start pressur- 
ing Japan to raise tho 1984 
quota to at least 50,000 tons. 

He said implementation 
of beef quality grade 
changes proposed by the 
National Cattlemen's Assn, 
might make U.S. beef more 
acceptable to foreign cus- 
tomers. Japanese consum- 
ers will accept heavy beef, 
yield-grades 4 and 5, but 
"fat” beef causes problems 
in Europe where consumers 
are unfamiliar with marbled 
meat, he said. 

Middaugh said mechani- 
cally deboned meat could 
become an important export 
item if it could be produced 
in substantial amounts. It 
could be sold to markets 
such as Southeast Asia, 
where there is a protein 
deficit, 

Middaugh 9aid the oil- 
rich nations, such as Saudi 


Arabia mul Kuwait, which 
have virtually no mt . a , 
import restrictions, are 
large potential markets for 
U.S. beef— provided it \ s 
slaughtered according to 
Islamic requirements. How 
ever, pork would be almost 
totally excluded from Mid- 
dle East markets. 

For pork, the Carribean 
nations have as much 
market potential as Japan, 
where pork exorts ate 
hampered by gate prices, 
according to Simpson. How- 
ever, in the Carribean and 
Venezuela —another major 
pork market— pork imports 
are mostly controlled bj 
government-issued import 
licenses, he said. 

Pork importers have bees 
trying to convince the 
Venezuelan government to 
import pork year round, he 
said. Pork import licenses 
there tend to be issued 
seasonally, mostly near the 
Christmas Season, Simpson 
said. 





Producer safeguards included in marketing act, says LMA

A revised version of the 
proposed Livestock Market- 
ing Act, recently approved 
by Livestock Marketing 
Assn.'s executive commit- 
tee, “balances the critical 
need for an undated 
marketing law with safe- 
guards for the producer." 

That was the assessment 
of LMA President Lemmy 
Wilson, who stressed that 
the revised version of the 
bill, represents no structur- 
al changes in the original 
Reform Act announced in 
January. 

This act would replace 
Title III of the current 
Packers and Stockyards Act 
"with’ legislation more in 
tune with today’s marketing 
realities." 

The revised bill "reflects 
some of the comments and 
suggestions we’ve received 
since we began presenting 


the legislation to the 
livestock industry," Wilson 
said. 

While the Reform Act 
represents a thorough, 
"from the ground-up re- 
structuring of marketing 
legislation, our bill fully 
provides the safeguards the 
entire livestock industry 
needs to maintain confid- 
ence in our free marketing 
system," he noted. 

For example, the Reform 
Act would replace the 
current required "custodial 
account,” through which a 
marketing business must 
clear all its customers' 
transactions, with a live- 
stock trust account. 

"This trust account 
would provide buyers and 
sellers with the financial 
security they need, while 
giving the marketing busi- 
ness necessary flexibility to 


best manage these funds," 
Wilson said. 

The Reform Act also 
provides for stiff civil 
penalties for failing to 
properly maintain the ac- 
count, Wilson said. 

And, he said, LMA's 
proposed bill significantly 
strengthens existing penal- 
ties for a variety of 
marketing frauds. "Any 
person convicted of fraud, 
embezzlement or theft 
under our bill, as well as any 
person conspiring to fix or 
control livestock prices, 
could be fined up to 
$10,000, imprisoned up to 
10 years, or both." 

The multi-billion dollar 
livestock business "will 
always attract a minority of 
crooks, con artists and 
flim-flam men," Wilson 
continued, "and we want 
them punished." 


"We see this legislation 
as the only effective way to 
replace outmoded regula- 
tions and self-serving ad- 
ministrative decisions that 
are not only a burden on the 
marketing sector, but also 
are no service to the rest ol 
the industry— breeder!, 
growers, feeders and pro- 
cessors." 

LMA is continuing its 
discussions of the necessity 
for marketing law moderni- 
zation with key members of 
Congress and their aids, 
and is now placing .'the 
revised bill in their hands.

Erosion reminiscent of dirty 30’s 


Erosion robs this country 
„f enough soil to cover the 
.state of Iowa with it layer an 
inch thick each year, and 
ihis often comes from the 
best land, say USDA 

That's nn annual loss of 
5.5 billion Ions of soil, a 
persistent statistic despite 
efforts to bring it down. 

Farmers, ranchers and 
conservation specialists 
with USDA agencies have 
stepped up their fight to 
check the huge losses, and 
they’re urging that much 
more be done in the years 
ahead. 

Conservationists empha- 
size that the stakes in 
protecting farm topsoils 
have risen sharply. With 
so many more mouths to 
feed than in the past, 
abroad as woll as in tho 
U.S., they warn, failure to 
bettor ' protect the topsoil 
eventually would mean 
hunger for millions. 

"Soils being token by 
erosion generally are the 
richest in nutrients and 
organic matter and have the 
most favorable conditions 
for plant growlh,” said 
Norman A. Berg, chief of 
the USDA's Soil Conserva- 
tion Service. "This consti- 
tutes a significant drain in 
the productive potential of 
land where our food is 
produced." 

Berg cited a Farm Pond 
Harvest magazine story 
which said enough soil goes 
into the Mississippi River in 
one year to build and island 
a mile long, a quarter of a 
mile wide and 200 feet high . 
Such an island would 
contain the , equivalent of 


808 rnil carloads of pints- 
phnruH, 21,121 cnrlomls of 
potassium, 29 1.5 11 carloads 
of calcium and 67.27U 
carloads of magnesium. 

Berg said the soil losses 
are like bags of money 
floating down the nation's 
rivers. Figured at 1979 
prices, USDA soil conserva- 
tion specialists estimate 
that putting all of the lost 
nitrogen and phosphorus 
and one-fourth of the lost 
potassium back into the 
damaged land would add up 
to $18 billion in just one 
year. 

Dollars are just part of the 
problem. This past sum- 
mer's long stretch of 
100-degree-plus temepra- 
tures in some areas stirred 
memories of tho dust clouds 
that engulfed Great Plains 
states like Oklahoma and 
Texas nearly half a century 
ago. 

Although the hot, dry 
summer of 1980 was mild 
compared to the "Dust 
Bowl" of the mid-1930's, it 
did reduce food production. 
The recent drought piled 
soil dunes at the sides of 
buildings and on highways, 
sent soil into homes, 
muddied drinking water, 
made food on the table 
gritty and killed dreams of 
some farm and ranch 
families. 

Some people living in the 
Great Plains prayed for rain 
and hung wet sheets over 
windows and across cribs so 
babies could breathe easier. 
Yet, this was only a 
relatively gentle reminder 
of what can happen in the 
future if the pace of erosion 


isn’t slowed, Ilerg said. At 
today's cniMion rule, In- 
sniil, food supplies will be 
seriously ihrcaloned in 
about I Of) years. In town, lor 
example, half of the original 
topsoil — six to eight 
inches— already has been 
lost from sloping, unprotec- 
ted land during the century 
the state has been farmed. 

Fortunately, said Bert, 
the country has the know- 
how to bring soil erosion 
under control. 

“By using modern con- 
servation methods and 
advanced agricultural tech- 
nology, we can prevent 
another Dust Bowl," Berg 
said. "Terraces, conserva- 
tion tillage, contour strip- 
cropping, grassed water- 
ways and other practices 
help save the land. Many of 
the country’s formers and 
ranchers arc aware of this 
and are taking appropriate 
actions. 

"However, on land that 
has nn conservation meas- 
ures, erosion continues. 

Pseudorabies up 
on Minn, farms 

Pseudorabies cases in 
swine and other livestock in 
Minnesota increased more 
than 25% during the first 
quarter of 1981, compared 
with the first quarter of 
1980, according to Walt 
Mackey of the Minnesota 
Board of Animal Health. 

Reports CNS, a study 
done by Mackey showed 
that 75% of the cases were 
the result of purchasing 
infected breeding stock or 
feeder pigs. „

PlMoeMallCou 
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Fed cattle leads 
bearish market 

DEMAND AND TRADE FOR fed catlle were rather 
uneven this week in relation to a fluctuating and unstable 
wholesale beef carcass trade, continued slow movement of 
boxod beef items and a burdensome federally inspected 
slaughter rate. Climbing interest rates and depressed 
futures markets caused the already bearish live cattle trade 
lo continue. Thus live prices were pushed sharply lower 
throughout the nation. Buying interests remained very 
cautious and selective in trying to keep live prices in line 
with carcass prices. However, packers scrambling to fill 
immediate slaughter requirements, broader demand and 
strength in the wholesale beef channels in late trading, 
caused some marketing areas to regain part of early week 
declines. 

Slaughter steer and heifer prices continued to decline 
this week, according to USDA. Midwestern terminal 
markets and direct marketing areas finished $.50 to $3 
lower. However, the direct markets of eastern Nebraska 
regained early declines in late trading to dose steady to 
$.60 higher. Central Plains direct markets closed $.76 to $3 
lower and marketing areas westward steady to $2.60 lower.

include consiiltation with 
users, state and local 
governments and other 
expertise in making land 
use decisions. 

Livestock grazers will see 
less emphasis on range 
quality determination by 
one or two checks, and more 
emphasis on trend line 
analysis. This process will 
encompass 5-16 years, and 
eventually all BLM grazing 
land will be evaluated in 
terms of its trend. 

"There have been far too 
many inconsistencies in the 
way range has been 
managed," Burford stress- 
ed. "I want to get things 
straightened out, and I 
think money collected 
should go back to an area. I 
want to encourage private 
range improvements too . 1 ' 

Tho new director, who 
along with Secretary Watt, 
sued the Environmental 
Protoction Agency over a 
statos 1 rights issue several 
years ago, plans to push for 
deregulation in many areas. 
Tho Endangered Species 
Act will be examined, and 
hopefully redefined so that 
a localized species doesn't 
disturb development un- 
necessarily.

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Robin Fuller, a livestock 
analyst with Dean Witter 
Reynolds Inc., said many 
feedlots wore operating well 
below full capacity early this 
year. Feeder cattle prices 
below fed cattle prices and 
constant fixed costs made 
placing more cattle a 
prudent move, she said. 

Fuller said the heavy fed 
cattle supply which should 
result in late summer and 
fall could also lead to 
pressure on deferred live 
hog futures contracts . 

Levitt concurred with 
those expectations for pres- 
sure, pointing to the 
substantial premiums of the 
deferred live hog contracts 
to comparable cash prices.

people who really under- 
stand the livestock business 
. . . and that's important 
hecause the livestock indus- 
try still is the number one 
agricultural enterprise in 
the United States. It's the 
livestock industry, general- 
ly, that holds the rest of the 
agricultural economy to- 
gether. 

"Now, we're not going to 
do everything, every time, 
just the way you want it," 
the assistant secretary 
continued, "But we are 
going to be receptive to 
things that are important to 
you.' 

McMillan briefly outlined 
the six agencies within tho 
USDA for which he is 
responsible. Among those 
agencies is the Office of 
Transportation. "1 would 
venture to say that except 
for tho lousy market 
conditions that generally 
exist for agriculture, trans- 
portation is the moBt critical 
element confronting the 
livestock business. * ’ 

McMillan said food safety 
is another area high on his 
Ust of priorities. "I have 
every hope that we can get 
some realistic changes 
made in the food safety laws 
so livestock producers can 
better live within that 
framework, but, at the same 
time, satisfy consumers that 
they are receiving a 
wholesome product. " 

During the question/ 
answer period following 
McMillan's speech, the 
assistant agriculture secre- 
tary said: 

• The importance of the 
animal rights issue "should 
not in any way be 


minimized ... it's pro- 
bably going lo bo one of the 
most emotionally charged 
issues that we in the 
Department of Arieulture, 
and you in the livestock 
industry, will confront in (he 
days, weeks and years 
ahead . 1 1 

• The USDA will continue 
to disseminate information 
on human nutrition but "it 
will be accurate data based 
on fact." 

• "We are right now on 
the verge of changes in the 
U.S. beef grading standards 

... I would guess that 
roughly one year from now 
we will have standard 
changes in USDA beef 
grading." 

• "I don’t know if the 
Sagebrush Rebellion will 
ever fly," McMillan said. 
"You may not get the land, I 
juat don't know If the votes 
ore there. You will get 
bettor management," he 
added saying that many of 
the people managing the 
public lands on the federal 
level are "totally sympa- 
thetic" to the cause.
